Flying squad throw flash grenade to startle gang

Police lay in wait for 
armed robbers throwing a 
terrifying flash grenade to 
sabotage the robbers’ 
dawn raid. 

The gang waved a gun as 
they ran towards staff out¬ 
side the PC World and Cur¬ 
rys superstore in New 
Malden at 7am on Decem¬ 
ber 27. 

They had cased out the 


retailer three times in 
December. 

But flying squad officers 
scared them off with 
the grenade, which resi¬ 
dents mistook for 
gunfire, and chased them 
down. 

Even if they had not been 
stopped by police they 
would not have been able 
to open the safe until 10am 
as it was on a timer. 

There was £70,000 in a 
safe at the Burlington 
Road shop, money in the 
tills and thousands of 


pounds worth of electrical 
goods at the store. 

Delivering a jail term for 
three of the defendants at 
Kingston Crown Court, 
Judge Ann Mulligan, 
called the situation 
“tragic”. 

Former Fulham branch 
PC World employee Hamza 
Dahir, 25, and Ricco Pow¬ 
ell-Allen, 21, had previous¬ 
ly admitted to conspiracy 
to rob and possession of a 
firearm. 

Co-defendants David Tes- 
faalem, 22, of Stannard 


House, Plough Lane, 
Wimbledon, admitted con¬ 
spiracy to rob and Liban 
Ali, 25, of Pennethorne 
House, Wye Street, Bat¬ 
tersea, admitted conspira¬ 
cy to burgle. 

They were sentenced on 
Friday in front of a packed 
public gallery full of 
friends and family. 

Judge Ann Mulligan 
said: “It seems to me in 
this case that it is really 
rather tragic. 

“You Mr Dahir, a man of 
good character and 25 


years of age, and you Mr 
Ali, 25 years of age, also of 
good character. 

“Mr Powell-Allen and Mr 
Tesfaalem 21 years of age - 
previous convictions but 
none like these. 

“My view relating to the 
four of you is that this is 
indeed a tragedy. 

“All four of you have 
considerable family sup¬ 
port and all four of you 
have let your families 
down enormously.”

Kingston shoppers and the 
leader of the council have 
called for better safety mea¬ 
sures inside the Bentall Cen¬ 
tre after a teenager fell to his 
death from the balcony last 
week. 

Former Coombe Boys’ 
School pupil Joon Kyu Kim, 
15, fell from the top floor just 
before 5pm last Thursday. 

He died in hospital an hour 
later. 

The Korean student, who 
had just completed his GCSE 
exams, landed on the 
basement floor outside 
Mothercare. 

He had lived with his 
father and brother. 

Kingston Council leader 
Kevin Davis tweeted: “Des¬ 
perate news of boy falling to 
death in Bentall Centre. Not 
the first to die this way. Time 
for talks on how to prevent 
future incidents.” 

In January 2011, mother-of- 
two Alexis Sims, 45, from 
Teddington, who suffered 
from depression, killed her¬ 
self after jumping from the 
top floor. 

Others took to Twitter. 
Tony Axelrod tweeted: “The 
tragedy at the Bentall Centre 
yesterday must prompt ac¬ 
tion to screen off high levels. 
How many more incidents 
does there have to be?” 

JadieeBoooo tweeted: “Seri¬ 
ously the Bentall Centre need 
to change the security 
measures.” 

Zoe Homewood said: “The 
kids’ section should be 
moved, rather than be in the 
basement where they land.” 

And Zsuzsika Mai tweeted:

“To avoid further situations 
like this, they need to change 
things, make the barriers 
higher or add nets or 
something.” 

Shoppers were led out of 
the building and police cor¬ 
doned off the area while 
paramedics attended to 
Joon, who had been at school 
earlier in the day. 

Kingston police are still 
investigating the circum¬ 
stances surrounding Joon’s 
death, which is being treated 
as non-suspicious. 

A spokesman from the 
Bentall Centre said: “We are 
deeply saddened by the trag¬ 
ic incident that occurred on 
Thursday, July 17, and ex¬ 
tend our heartfelt sympathy 
to the deceased’s family, as 
well as those who witnessed 
what happened. 

“A police investigation is 
currently underway and the 
Health and Safety Executive 
[Kingston Council’s] are also 
undertaking an audit. The 
centre is co-operating fully 
with the authorities.”

A postmortem examination 
was due to take place this 
week. 

Deborah Walls, headteach¬ 
er of Coombe Boys School, 
said: “We are deeply shocked 
by the tragic loss of one 
of our students and our 
thoughts are with Joon’s 
family and friends. 

“Joon was an asset to the 
school, an incredibly hard¬ 
working student who con¬ 
tributed a lot to his peers 
and his year group. We will 
remember him with great 
fondness and affection. 


“This is a terribly sad and 
difficult time for all of us. 
Pupils, staff and parents are 
helping each other and being 
given all the support they 
need at this difficult time.” 

Friends and family have 
been leaving flowers and 
tributes outside the Bentall 
Centre this week. 

One friend said: “He was a 
person full of aspirations 
and had a lot of goals ahead 
of him. 

“He was saving up money 
to buy a personal computer 
as he was an avid gamer, was 


academically adequate, but 
sought to improve himself 
by extended revision. 

“His dream was to become 
a vet. He was a great boy and 
that’s what aches my heart. 

“He would go to the Apple 
Store [in the Bentall Centre] 
and use their Macbooks to 
play Minecraft. 

“We always used to see him 
there after school wearing 
his school uniform.” 

Another classmate said: 
“He was by far the nicest 
person I know and everyone 
will miss him.”

A woman trying to arrange a 
viewing with a Surbiton estate 
agent received a smutty email 
calling her a “tart” and sug¬ 
gesting she might “bend over”. 

Zoe Butler, 25, had asked the 
agent about renting in Sur¬ 
biton with boyfriend Orrin 
Duhaney, 21. 

KT Residential estate agent 
Daniel Grove replied offering 
viewing times at 6pm. 

But beneath his message 
was another one apparently 
sent from director Daniel 
Dow’s email address. 

The email said: “Boss, want 
to do a 18 [late] viewing with 
this tart? She may bend over 
for you!” 

Ms Butler replied: “Do you 
generally talk about your po¬ 
tential tenants like this?” 

Mr Grove said: “Not at all, it 
was an extremely immature 
and inappropriate comment 
made by my colleague on our 
internal system. 

“I sincerely apologise for the 


comment and assure you that 
it was made as a baseless and 
inappropriate attempt at hu¬ 
mour regarding my personal 
life. 

“I assure you that the 
comment does not in any 


reflect [sic] our business ethic 
or was intended as any per¬ 
sonal reference to yourself. 

“I sincerely apologise for 
any distress this may have 
cause.”

“I think the best thing to do 
is apologise if anything has 
come out that has upset 
someone.”

“I’m not very good at con¬ 
tacting people and I plucked 
up the courage to do it. 

“It made me feel very small 
and upset.

In mitigation for Powell- 
Alien, of Summerley Street, 
Earlsfield, defence counsel 
Paul Crampin said: “He had 
been recruited the evening 
before - pardon my expres¬ 
sion - to make up the 
numbers.” 

Speaking on behalf of So¬ 
malian-born Dahir, of no 
fixed address, Ian Henderson 
said: “He wants to do his time 
and then see the light at the 
end of the tunnel.” 

Ali, a father-of-three, who 
had been the would-be get¬ 
away driver, was arrested 
three miles away by police. 

He had carried out surveil¬ 
lance of the electrical retailer 
on three occasions in Decem¬ 
ber, the court heard. 

In fact, he had even received 
a message from an unknown 
person the night before say¬ 
ing: “ Yo what’s happening bro 
or is it off so I can call it a 


night - getting late out here.” 

Judge Mulligan received let¬ 
ters from the defendants and 
their families ahead of the 
sentencing. Of the themes in 
the letters, she said: “One is 
remorse and regret and the 
other from families is ‘Please 
be lenient, please be lenient’. 

“But I must make clear I 
have a public duty.” 

Having been told the gun 
used for the attack had not 
been in good working condi¬ 
tion and may not have been 
useable, Judge Mulligan said: 
“The members of staff there 
were simply terrified.” 

Powell-Allen was sentenced 
to six years in jail, Dahir was 
given five years and Tes- 
faalem, who had breached an 
earlier suspended sentence 
after being found with cann¬ 
abis in his underwear last 
year, was handed four years. 

Ali was given a two-year 
suspended sentence, based on 
his lesser involvement.

An office block could be 
Kingston’s next free school 
after being bought by the De¬ 
partment for Education. 

Kingstons House, in 
Coombe Road, was sold to 
the Education Funding 
Agency (EFA), an executive 
agency of the DfE, for 
an undisclosed fee last 
month. 

It is understood the agency 
plans to turn the five-storey 
office block into a one-form 
entry free school. 


Pupils would benefit from 
a passenger lift, comfort 
cooling in the office block 
that is near Norbiton 
station. 

The deal was agreed with 
developers CNM Estates, 
which is based inside the 
building and has had it 
under option for the past 
five years from owner 
Chalford Property. 

Kingston-based property 
consultant Cattaneo has 
been appointed property 
manager for the Secretary of 
State. 

CNM Estates chairman 
Wahid Samady said: “We 
had some discussions with 


the EFA and thought it 
would be better to make it a 
school. 

“There’s a need for schools 
and there’s not enough sites, 
so on balance, we thought 
this was the right deal. 

“I think the attraction is 
it’s got a car park for about 
50 or 60 cars, so there’s a lot 
of outside space. 

“It would convert perfectly 
into a school.” 

There are currently be¬ 
tween 12 and 14 businesses 
based in Kingstons House, 
including Kingston Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. 

Chamber chief executive 
Jerry Irving said: “I’ve 


spoken to Cattaneo and they 
said that at this point there’s 
no definitive timescale for 
when the property is to be 
vacated. 

“There is a reasonable 
amount of space behind the 
property, but I don’t know 
how they plan to use the 
whole building, or whether 
they will keep it.” 

It would not be the first 
time a free school has been 
opened in a converted office 
block. 

Parkfield School in 
Bournemouth opened last 
year in a seven-storey build¬ 
ing, housing more than 400 
pupils.

Using information received from the public, electoral 
registration officers keep two registers - the electoral 
register and the open register (also known as the edited 
register). 



The way we register 
to vote changed on 
10 June 2014 

P reviously, voter registration was done by household. 
One person in a household filled in a form entering 
the details of everyone who lives there. The people 
who were eligible were then registered to vote. 

Now, under the new system called Individual Electoral 
Registration, everyone needs to register themselves 
individually. It’s the biggest change to the voter registration 
system in 100 years. 

Automatic transfer 

Most people who are currently registered to vote will be 
registered automatically under this new system. This is 
because local elections staff at the council have been 
comparing their electoral registers to other government 
records to confirm who people are. 

However some people will not match against these records 
and so cannot be transferred automatically to the new 


register. This might happen where people have moved 
home since the record was last updated, or there may be a 
difference in the spelling of names in the two records. 

Letters 

The Council will be writing to all local residents telling 
them about this change with letters sent out from Thursday 
24 July. In those letters it will be clear if you need to take 
action or not. 

Councillor Gaj Wallooppillai, Deputy Leader said: “We’re 
writing to local residents who were on our last published 
register telling them about the change and letting them 
know if they’ve been registered under the new Individual 
Electoral Registration system. 

“In most cases, you won’t need to do anything but if you 
do receive a letter inviting you to register, it’s important you 
respond so that you can have your say in future elections.” 

To register to vote go to www.gov.uk/register-to-vote or to 
find out more about the new way of registering 
visit www.gov.uk/yourvotematters 


The electoral register lists the names and addresses of 
everyone who is registered to vote in public elections. The 
register is used to make sure only eligible people can vote. 
It is also used for other limited purposes specified in law, 
such as detecting fraud, calling people for jury service and 
checking credit applications. 

The open (or edited) register is an extract of the electoral 
register not used for elections. It can be bought by any 
person, company or organisation and used, for example, 
by businesses and charities to confirm name and address 
details. 

Your name and address will be included in the open 
register unless you ask for them to be removed. Removing 
your details from the open register does not affect your 
right to vote or your credit rating.

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Murderer jailed for 
22 years by Spanish

A murderer sentenced to 22 
years in prison in Spain will be 
extradited to the UK to answer 
questions over the death of his 
mother. 

Sean Heiss, 30, of Surbiton, 
was imprisoned by a Spanish 
judge on June 26 after being 
found guilty of murdering a 
mother-of-three in Barcelona 
two years ago. 

Judge Carmen Sanchez-Al- 
bornoz said that after being ex¬ 
tradited under a European 
arrest warrant, Heiss will be 
sent back to Spain to serve his 
sentence following any UK legal 
proceedings. 

Heiss’s lawyers tried to have 
the murder charge dismissed on 
mental health grounds. 

But Judge Sanchez-Albornoz 
concluded: “There was no men¬ 
tal disorder of any kind, nor 
transitory mental disorder, so 
the jurors unanimously held 
that the accused was not subject 
to sufficient stress or an intense 
mental state, affecting his 
knowledge and agency, that 
would explain his actions as in 


any way.” 

She said psychiatrists con¬ 
cluded that Heiss “does not pre¬ 
sent any kind of mental illness, 
although he does display per¬ 
sonality characteristics such as 
insensitivity, lack of empathy 
and guilt, and was uninterested 
in the consequences of his ac¬ 
tions, with poor behavioural 
control, impulsiveness and lack 
of responsibility”. 

A prison doctor who examined 
Heiss discarded a suggested di¬ 
agnosis of bipolar disorder, and 
in sentencing it was revealed 
Heiss instead faked depression 
in order to gain benefits, 
before a doctor uncovered the 
ruse. 


Heiss stabbed mother-of-three 
Clementina Nauta Liscano 19 
times outside a Barcelona cash¬ 
point, including in the head and 
throat, even breaking the blade 
of the knife. 

He had slipped through the 
fingers of police in San Sebas¬ 
tian months earlier. 

When asked whether an inves¬ 
tigation into how Heiss walked 
free had taken place, the 
Metropolitan Police said: “It is 
not possible to establish if any 
MPS staff within all MPS de¬ 
partments have had any deal¬ 
ings in relation to a Mr Sean 
Heiss or the Spanish police 
which relate to what happened 
in San Sebastian.”

Elmbridge Meadows bramble problem has been allowed to get out of hand 

River walk in peril of being 
devoured by wall of weeds 


Last week my daughter was 
knocked down by a dog on the 
path running parallel to the 
Hogsmill river. 

The problem was not the dog, 
but the path, which was only 
wide enough for two people to 
pass one another at that point 
along the path. 

It is made narrow by a wall of 
weeds that have been allowed to 
encroach on to the path. And

The Taxpayers’ Alliance do es a 
great job in identifying these 
councils, but stop short there, as 
it does not follow anything up.

“The bigger the carp, the 
better, but they are quite 
wary. Sometimes fishermen 
stay out all night with 
lanterns hoping to catch 
something.” 

Other popular catches in¬ 
clude roach, pike, bream and 
tench. On the flip side, an 
underwater reptile that 
fisherman do not want to 
encounter is the 
terrapin.

wreck 
havoc by 
eating fish, 
frogspawn, 
tadpoles, 
newts, toads and 
other pond life. 

Drakeford says: “There 
can be eels in various ponds 
and nobody knows they are 
there, they are slippery crea¬ 
tures. The baby frogs are 
coming out of the water now 
/ and the newts 
' have been busy 
spawning.” 

Fishing for hours on end 
gives anglers the chance to 
watch the natural world go 
by, including dragonflies, 
damselflies or the occasional 
heron. 

Drakeford says: “It’s won¬ 
derful to watch them. At 
night bats will fly over the 
water picking up flies from 
the surface.”

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Parents dig deep for children 

Buying with the help of mum and dad 



A third of parents are willing to help their children get 
on the property ladder 


The bank of mum and dad is 
continuing to play an important 
role in their offspring's first 
property purchase with current 
homeowners having received, on 
average, half of their deposit (49 
per cent) from their parents or 
their partner's parents. 

The study from Santander 
Mortgages reveals that more 
than two thirds (68 per cent) of 
parents who provided money to 
help their children get on the 
property ladder will get nothing 
back in return as it was intended 
as a gift. 

Almost three quarters (72 per 
cent) of females were gifted the 
monies by their parents, in 
comparison to only 62 per cent of 
men. 

Almost three in 10 (29 per cent) 
received the money as the 
equivalent of an interest-free 
loan while only three per cent 
contributed towards their 
children's deposit as an 


investment. 

For those that are yet to buy 
their first home, the average 
amount they look to receive from 
parents is £17,900. 

With the average first time 
buyers deposit being just under

cent subsidy. 

More than one in five (22 per 
cent) estimates that their parents 
will contribute £20,000 or more. 

A third (34 per cent) of those 
who have children yet to buy a 
home say they will contribute 
money towards a deposit in order 
to help them on to the property 
ladder. 

Miguel Sard, head of Santander 
Mortgages, said: "Raising a 
deposit can be a huge challenge 
and our research shows that 
many rely on financial help from 
their parents in order to get a 
foot onto the property ladder. 

"Buying your first home can be 
daunting but there are ways to

The latest figures from 
Experian's Property Index show 
that between April and June 
2014, the number of homes that 
entered the market for sale 
valued at over £500,000 rose by 
almost a third (30 per cent), 
while houses for sale in the 
second highest price band 
(£250,000 to £500,000) rose by 
16 per cent over the last 12 
months. 

This is the highest level since 
2010 for both price bands. 

Homes worth more than 
£250,000 made up 41 per cent of 
all homes for sale during the 
past three months compared to 
37 per cent for the same three 


months in 2013. Jonathan 
Westley, managing director of 
consumer information services 
at Experian UK and Ireland, said: 
"The growth in houses prices 
suggests that homeowners may 
have made reasonable capital 
gains on their existing 
properties, especially as they 
seek to move up the property 
ladder. 

He added: "Our latest index 
shows that higher-end 
properties now form a greater 
proportion of properties 
appearing for sale, implying it is 
now second or third time buyers, 
who are more active in the 
housing market."

HERE COMES 



The next twelve months will be a 
‘critical period’ for those wishing 
to make money from UK property 
investments, a leading housing 
expert has warned today. 

This year - 2014 - is being described as 
a ‘golden era’ for those planning to invest 
in buy-to-let schemes, or simply get their 
first foot on the housing ladder. 

Securing such investments over the 
coming months will allow homeowners to 
reap the financial rewards of a property 
boom, expected between 2018 and 2020. 

It’s thought this boom could see houses 
across the country rise by at least 25 per 
cent, meaning in some areas the average 


family home could increase in value by 

£ 100 , 000 . 

Ian Samuels, who runs The Property 
Investor, which advises others on how best 
to invest in bricks and mortar, says that 
despite house prices being out of reach for 
many, they will “never be this low again”. 

He stresses that, in terms of the housing 
market, Britain is now “post-recession”, 
and that the recovery is only going to go 
from strength to strength, with prices 
continuing in an upward trajectory. 

Crucially, for those looking to invest in 
property, the areas outside London are the 
ones offering the most potential. 

London prices, he says, are artificially 
inflated due to money being invested from

outside the UK. But in other UK cities, the 
housing growth is likely to be steadier - 
while at the same time, offering valuable 
investment potential. 

Ian Samuels, author of Property Tycoon: 
A Seven-step Guide to Becoming a Property 
Millionaire, has himself made a substantial 
income from buy-to-let investments over 
the past 20 years, surviving two periods of 
boom and bust. 

He said: “The next 12 months is the 
golden era of property investment, with a 
property boom within the next four years. 

“House prices started increasing again 
for the first time since the recession from 
the back end of 2013. We are now seeing 
property pick up in price, slowly at the 


moment but it will climb a lot quicker in 
coming years. 

“Now is the time to snap up property as 
it will never be this low again. I recommend 
investing anywhere outside of London as 
the capital should be treated as a separate 
entity and, in property terms, is isolated.” 
He added that fear was a major thing 
holding people back from investing in a 
property portfolio. 

He added: “With all the bad publicity 
surrounding banks, investments and 
pension schemes, people simply don’t 
know where to invest anymore. 

“In the long term, however, property is 
the best place to invest. History teaches us 
that property values stand the test of time.” 


As well as being fuelled by Britain’s 
increasing population, lack of affordable 
housing and “backlog” of first-time buyers 
now getting on the property ladder, the 
anticipated boom is likely to be driven by 
pensioners, looking to escape poor-value 
pensions by investing in property instead. 
Since March this year, pensioners are no 
longer obliged to take an annuity when 
they retire but can instead use their money 
how they wish. 

Many are likely to use cash from their 
pension pot to buy a house or flat. 

Areas such as Bournemouth, Brighton 
and Windsor are expected to see the biggest 
hikes - but most areas of the country look 
set to benefit.
